We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, submit the following General 
Eeport of our proceedings during the year 1900. 

With the exception that Mr. William E. Cooney of Enniskillen has been elected a Constitution ot 
Commissioner by the Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education, in the room of the Commission. 
Eight Eev. Dr. Stack, Lord Bishop of Clogher, the constitution of our Commission 
remains the same as it was in April, 1900, the date of our last Eeport. The names of 
the Commissioners are set out infra, Appendix A, No. I., p. 8.

As compared with 1899, receipts show an increase of about £500, due to a net 
increase ot income of like amount from real estate. The rental of the Fermanagh 
Estate is £700 more than m the year 1899, and includes, not only rents and arrears of 
rent paid by tenants with the view of having the purchases of their farms completed, 
but also a sum of £1,298 for interest payable by the tenants in lieu of rent, in respect 
of the year 1899-1900. On the other hand, there is a drop of nearly £200 on the 
Banagher Estate, the harvest rents from which' were not collected until after the close 
of the year. 

Our expenditure was £165 less than during 1899. Estate outgoings were £429 less, 
but, on the other hand, nearly £300 more were devoted to educational purposes. 

Turning to Cash Capital, and _ Stock Investment Accounts, the Fermanagh 
Protestant Board have further reduced their liability, on foot of the mortgage debt due 
on the security of Portora Royal School, by £250, leaving only £1,250 now owing. 
A sum of £250 11s. 5d. belonging to the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board was 
invested in the purchase of £193 Midland Great Western of Ireland Railway 4 percent. 
.Debenture Stopk, and the same has been placed to the credit of the Building Fund of that 
Board. -n 

A sum of £1,018 8s. 2d. Government Consolidated Stock, part of the “Building 
Fund" of the Tyrone Roman Catholic Board, was sold, producing £1,000 cash which 
was paid to that Board, to defray portion of the cost of new school premises no\v in 
course of erection. Save as above, there have been no dealings with the Capital 
Accounts of the Endowments. 


The Ulster Royal School Endowments.— Tdkexi as a whole, the general efficiency ol 
the Schools sharing in these Endowments is maintained. In Appendix C, infra, 
pp. 21-30, will be found our Secretary’s General Report of the Inspection^ of these 
Schools, as well as his detailed Reports as Lord Lieutenant’s. Inspector. We beg to 
refer to these documents. 


The total number of pupils on the Bolls of the Schools was 588. There was an 
increase of three pupils at Armagh Royal School, five at Dungannon Royal School, 
and a substantial rise of sixteen at St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon. ^ There were 
slight decreases at the remaining Schools, leaving the total two less than in 1899. 


Two hundred and ninety-eight pupils presented themselves at the Intennediate 
Examinations of 1900, and two hundred^ and five passed. This result is not 
good as that for the previous year, and is altogether due to the somewhat dimmis e 
sttccess of three of the Schools. On the other hand, the record of the remaining 
Schools is very high— 85 per cent, of the candidates having passed. 


Only six pupils of Raphoe Royal School succeeded in passing m the Coura 
prescribed by the Scheme. The Inspector reports, however, that the causes ofthesno 
comings of the school have been removed, and that the School is likely 
position in those matters in respect of which a failure has taken place. Ondel 
circumstances, we have dispensed with the fulfilment, by Raphoe Royal School, lor 
school year ended August 1, 1900, of the conditions wherein it has failed. 
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Including a sum of £273 8s. %d. paid to Cavan, Fermanagh and Tyrone Roman Money distri- 
Catholic Boards, as the income on their “ Building Funds,” we distributed the sum of buted. 
X4,330 8s. 8c?. in the Royal School districts as follows : — Armagh, £628, Cavan, 

£296 6s. id., Donegal, £215, Fermanagh, £1,673 19s. 6d, and Tyrone, £l,.517 2s. lOd 


The close of the year 1900 completes the first decennial period of our work under Review of tw 
our new constitution, and it maybe well, accordingly, to review the effect of the years’ work. 
Scheme during that time. 

The new Scheme was finally appi’oved, and came into force generally, on May 22, Period previoM t# 
1891. Previous to that date, the Endowments of the five Ulster Royal Schools were new Scheme, 
applied exclusively for the benefit of those Schools, and the Royal School at Banagher, 
in the King's County, which has, in addition, a special Endowment of its own. The 
requirements of these Schools were insufficient to exhaust the yeai’ly income of the 
Ulster Endowments, except in the case of the Endowments of Armagh and Raphoe 
Royal Schools, and at the date above mentioned, the accumulated residue of income 
of the remaining three Ulster Schools amounted to £9,484 17s. 6c?. Government 
Stock, and £8,970 Is. 11c?. cash. 

With regard to the supervision and control of the Royal Schools, the only power No Inspection, 4w. 
we appear to have had, previous to the new Scheme, was a power of visitation, 
but we had no facilities by examination,- inspection, or otherwise, for testing the 
educational efficiency of the Schools. 

The object of the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, was to How new SoheM* 
extend the usefulness of Educational Endowments, and the Scheme promoted this extends usefulneM 
object, so far as regards the Ulster Royal School Endowments, by providing for ° “ o'^'^en 

the maintenance, out of each of the Endowments, in defined districts, of at least two 
Schools ; by the establishment, in each district, of two Local Boards of Education — one 
Protestant and one Roman Catholic — to manage and control each its own School, 
and to apply and administer the income of the Endowments of the District ; by 
providing for the periodical inspection of the Schools ; and by requiring that each 
School should satisfy certain conditions of equipment and suitability, as well as of 
educational efficiency, which are laid down in the First Schedule to the Scheme. 

In our Reports from 1891 to 1895, we state fully what has been done to bring the Scheme carried. 
Scheme into force with regard to the Ulster School Endowments, and to establish the force. 

Schools to be maintained by each Endowment respectively. In the year 1895, these 
Schools were established, and were prepared to undergo the tests of usefulness and 
efficiency prescribed by the Scheme. 

In considering the educational results of the Scheme, it may be well to contrast, Comparison of 
at the same time, the financial resources of the Schools so established with those of the periods. Six 
Royal Schools previous to the Scheme. While dealing with both these questions, y^^ps^of each 
however, it must be borne in mind that, on the one hand, the Scheme allowed the 
Local Boards a period of thr*ee full yeai's, namely, to the end of the year 1894, to 
apply the funds coming to them from the Endowments for the purpose of 
establishing Schools, and setting them working on a satisfactory basis, while, on the 
other hand, daring the years 1887 to 1890, the Ulster Royal Schools were more or 
less disorganized owing to the passing of the Educational Endowments Act, and the 
extensive changes in the management and control of those Schools contemplated by 
the Scheme. We therefore think that the comparison of educational results, as well 
as of the financial resources available for education, should be made between the first 
six years of the decennial period before the Scheme, and the last six years of the 
period 1891-1900. 

For the years 1881 to 1886, inclusive, the average net annual value of the Endow- Before Scheme, 
ments, excluding the value of the School premises, and after providing for Estate 
outgoings and. charges, was £4,713, and the average annual amount paid out of the 
Endowments, for the use and maintenance of the five Ulster Royal Schools, was £4, 1 54. 

During the same period, the average number of pupils on the rolls of the Royal 
Schools, taken as a whole, was 217. The amount, per pupil, applied out of the 
Endowments for educational purposes was, therefore, over £L9.

During the six years ended 1900, the yearly charges on the Endowments were 
increased by the amount necessary to provide for the annuities of the retired Masters 
while, on the other hand, the yearly income was reduced by nearly £300, owing to 
•diminished receipts by way of rent, so that the average net annual income of the 
Endowments which was available for educational purposes was but £3,436. This amount 
was divided amongst ten Local Boards, and applied tor the use and maintenance of 
ten Schools. 582 pupils were annually educated in these Schools, so that the cost to the 
Endowments per pupil was less than £6. 

Tested by the Intermediate Examinations and by the official inspection of your 
Excellency’s Inspector, the Schools established under the Scheme have supplied, in 
genera], satisfactory evidence of the efficiency of the education given therein, and of the 
compliance by them with the conditions of efficiency laid down in the Scheme. We 
are, therefore, in a position to report that, while the efficiency of these Sdiools has 
been maintained, the usefulness of the Endowments of the Ulster Eoyal Schools has 
been largely extended. 

The Local Boards of JSducation . — In Appendix D, infra, pp. 31-4(!, we give the 
Beports of the Ulster Local Boards of Education, and the Preston School A.uthority, 
Abbeyleix. These bodies have discharged their duties in a satisfactory manner. 

Carysfort Endowment . — The five Schools of the Carysfort District are in a satisfactory 
condition. Shecana School, under its new Mistress, is improving. We distributed a 
sum of £ll5 4s. 4c?. among the Schools in question. 

Preston Endoioment . — The gross income of this Endowment was £868 11s. 9d. 
Estate outgoings, including £159 17s. 3d. paid to the King’s Ho.spital, Oxmantown, 
being one-fourth of the net income of the Preston Estate, absorbed £382 12s. 2d., 
leaving £485 19s. 7d. for educational purposes. This sum, pursuant to the Schemes 
regulating the Endowment, was allocated, in the proportion of seven to five, to the 
credit of the accounts of the Preston School, Navan, and the Preston Queen’s County 
Endowments. 

Preston School, Navan . — This School is, we understand, making satisfactory progress. 
It has recently been opened to female pupils. We paid to the Meath Diocesan Board 
of Education, for the purposes of this School, the sum of £382 2s. 9c/. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix, which was opened and carried on under the auspicious 
circumstances already reported by us, has gone tlmough a serious crisis, The 
numbers in attendance fell from 47 in June, 1899, to 21 in May, 1900. After the 
Intermediate Examinations, at which only 11 competed and 6 passed, the connection of 
Mr. (Jarleton, the Head Master, with the School ceased. The Local Authority have 
appointed, as his successor, Mr. B. J. Hampton, b.a., who is reported to us as being an 
excellent teacher. The School was re-opened on October 26, and is stated to be making 
^ood progress. We beg to refer to the Beport of the Inspector, printed infra, p. 30. 

During the year, we paid the Abbeyleix Local School Authority the sum of 
£287 195. 8c?., being the net income of the Queen’s County Endowment. 

The Leamy Endoicnients, Limerick . — We applied the sum of £242 55. 7c?. for the 
benefit of the Schools maintained by this Endowment. 

The High School under the Protestant Board is still conducted in the premises in 
Mallow-street, Limerick, which we have already reported as being unsuitable. _ The 
Leamy Protestant Board, with every desire to remove their School to suitable 
premises, appear to find great difficulty in obtaining fitting accommodation, but we 
have reason to believe that the Board in question have reasonable expectations or 
overcoming their difficulties. Under adverse circumstances the High School has done 
good work. It appears to supply a much-needed want in Limerick. 

The high efficiency of the Leamy National School is well maintained. 

The Endowments of Banagher Royal School, and the Diocesan School Funds.— 
[fhe indebtedness to us of the Banagher Endowment has apparently increased by about 
£100. This is due to the circumstance that the November rents were not received 
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until after the close of the year, while, on the other hand, the yearly outgoings including 
Mr. Joyces annuity of £100, remained practically undiminished. The que^ion of the 
application of the income of these Endowments presents very considerable difficulties 
having regard to the terras of the Scheme framed for the future mana<yement of these 
funds. This matter has had our earnest consideration, and we trust before long to 
be able to devise a plan for the useful application of the Endowments. ^ 


The Vii^count Limerick Endowment, Dimdalh—ks in previous years, the same 

three Schools established their claim to share in this Endowment namely • St 

Mary’s College, Dundalk, for 12 pupils ; the Christian Schools, Dundalk, for 1 5 nipils '• 
and the Dundalk Educational Institution for 7 pupils. We divided the sum of 
£52 13s. 10c^„ being the net income, among these Schools, in proportion to the above 
number.s.

The Banks Endowment, Byrecourt.—Tlie Male National School, which has been Banks 
established in the premises of the old endowed School, is reported to be efficiently Endowment, 
conducted. No plan for the application of the income of the Endowment has yet been 
received from the local Trustees. In accordance with the provisions of the Scheme we 
have consulted with the Manager of the Eyreoourt Male and Female National Schools 
who, however, states that he will not be in a position to submit a satisfactory scheme' 
untilthe transfer of the Female School to new premises has been effected and the 
Schools fairly started under new conditions. ’

way of Bents increased from £5,890 to £6,104. The outgoings have decreased by £38 
lire years Rental has decreased by about £190. The greater portion of this 
reduction— over £140— IS due to the oircumstanoe that the Eental of the Fermanagh 
Estate was for little more than eleven months, as the great majority of the tenants ' 
signed their purchase contracts in October, 1899, and, therefore, ceased to be liable ' 
tor lurther rent, in the event of the contracts being carried into effect There was 
J decrease of about iTiO in the Armagh Estate, £24 on the Tyrone Estate, and £13 
the LanJKs jEstate, owmg to reductions consequent on the fixing of rents under 


F&'managh Estate.~Sale.~The Purchase Contracts of all the tenants, except six, have Eemanagh. 
been executed by both parties, and have been lodged with the Land Commission. Two 
bundled and tw'elve contracts have been accepted, and the advance of purchase-mouev 
amounting to £28,840, sanctioned. Queries have been raised in connection with the 
lemainder of the executed contracts, which are in process of being dealt with.

As Inspector appointed by tie Lord Lieutenant under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885 
I made my usual Annual Inspection of the above Schools during the months of September and October, 1900.' 

There are still ten Schools— one under the management and control of each Local Board of Education. 
Eight of the Schools are for male pupils only, the two remaining Schools, namely, Raphoe Royal School and 
St. Patrick s Academy, Dungannon, being Mixed Schools, at which both male and female pupils are received 
and educated. The last-mentioned School is a purely Day School, the remainder are Mixed Boarding and 
Day Schools. ®

Comoared with the previous year, the Tables show a fractional decrease in the total numbers on the Roll. 
Tho B>ar.ler.s Inve sli'^htly decreased and the Day pupils ha%'e increased to almost a similar extent. Tlie 
falling' off therefore, to which I referred last year, still exists. The number of compotibors at the Inter- 
mediate Examinations w.as 218, as against 289 in the previous year, and the number of pupils svho passed 
was 205, being a decrease of 3 on the year 1898-1899. The percentage of e;heienoy is therefore 6o-8, 
bein<^ 3'2 lower than the prmortiou for the previous year, and 1 per cent, lower than, the proportion of 
efficiency for the whole of Ireland. This decrease in general efficiency is mainly due to the retrogression 
of Portora Royal School anl St. Patrick’s, Dungannon, the proportion of passes having fallen, m the 
former by 8 per ceat„ in the latter by 22 per cent. For the eight remaining bchools the proportion ot 
efficiency was over 82 per cent. It is right to state, however, that the Managers of the Schools above 
mamed make it a p.oiut to send in for examination backward and dull pupils who have gone fairly 
ihro icrh the course for the year, but whose chances of passing may be but small. 1 do not think, therefore, 
that much account should be taken of the falling b.ick of these Schools, as it does not necessarily indicate any 
want of efficiency in the teaching of the pupils. 

In m'v Report of last year, I drew attention to the omission of tlie School -Authorities of St. Patrick’s 
€olle<^e Arma<rli, St. Ma4rten’s Seminary, Monaghan, and St. Patrick's College, Cavan, to have instruction 
given in Drawin^^ or some branch of Experimental Science. I am glad to report that both at -Armagh and 
Monaghan this Maot has bean tally reaioclied. Natural Philosophy is rsgularly taught m both those Schools 
the School Authorities have provided exosllent collections of instruments, and m both case* the teaching of 
the subject, both theoretically and by experiment, is under the care of competent and zealous Masters. At 
the Royal Schools of Armagh, Dungvnnon, and Enniskillen, and, to a certain extent, at Raphoe and Oavau, 
Natural Philosophy or Chemistry is taught practically, but I would again draw clie_ attention ot the several 
Boards to the necessity of providing and equipping suitable laboratories, if the teaching of these subjects is to 
■be productive of any good and lasting effect. 

With record to five of the Schools, namely, the two Schools at Armagh, the Royal School, pavan, St. 
Hacarten’s'seminary, Monaghan, and the Royal School, Dungannon, I have to report generally that the 
Teachin<' Staff is adequate and suitable, and that I am satisfied as to its efficiency. The course of instruction 
in the pt-escribed subjects has been regularly followed according to Time Tables which are generally fair and 
reasonable except in the case of Cavan, where the Morning School might with advantage be broken by 10 or 
1.5 minuted recreation, say at 11.15 a.m. In nine of the Schools, not less than twenty pupils were under 
regular instruction, of whom nob less than seven, in each case, passed in the subjects prescribed by 
the Scheme.

Having regard to the fact that some instruction was given in 
t o School ii Nalnral Philosophy, and that Physical Geography was regularly taught, I am of opnnou that the 
loo dreLnta in this respect havl been observed, but not as fully as the spint of the. Scheme would scorn to 

imlicate In all ofhet respects the conditions of the Solieme have been Mailed, . , 

TlonSoe Jfojoi &iorf,-Only six pnpils-foiir boys and two girls-of this School siicooeded in pimsing in 
the oualifvinu subjects prescribed by the Scheme. Moreover, these were the only pupils who passed in Latin 
oS of thirtem who took up that subject and who passed generally. And further out of the eighteen pnp.ls 
irtio iiassed generally in the Middle and Junior Grades, only four passed m Algebra, jas the result of mj 
lillpeotion, I ntn compelled to report that neither Latin nor Algebra can have been taught in a satiafactoiT 
uispeetio 1 ! much it is right for mo to report that the causes ot the shortcomings of the School 

!n”those respects" have been removed. *The Assistant Classical Master has left the School, and his place has 
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been taken by Mr. Hunter whose qualifications are extremely high. An addition has also been made to the 
Male Teaching Staff m the person of Mr. Muir, while, on the girls’ side of 'the School, Miss Bresland' has been 
succeeded by Miss Simpson, m.a., Glasgow University. It must also be. borne in mind that the HeadT 
master, while endeavouring to comply with the provisions of the Scheme as to the subjects to be tau<i-ht, has^ 
not only to provide for the large number of pupils who require practically a Commercial Education ’but 
in addition, to take up and prepare for Matriculation a number of pujiils who ordinarily -would have’ gone 
through the Middle Grade Coui-se, as well as Senior Grade pupils preparing for some University 
Examination ; and in this connection it is right that it should be known that, quite recently, two of Mr. 
Bain’s pupils passed the Matriculation and two the First Arts Examination of the Royal University, all 
direct from Raphoe Royal School. Ha-ving regard to all circumstances, I have a strong belief that the 
School, which in all other respects has fulfilled the requirements of the Scheme, is likely, to recover its position 
in those matters with respect to which a failure has taken place. 

St. Eunan's Seminary, Letterkenny. — The Intermediate record of this School is good, though not quite so 
satisfactory as that of last year. Efficient instruction in the ordinary Infcennediate subjects was regularly 
afforded to the whole School. The School has done very good work generally, and so far as numbers, teaching, and 
Examination results are concerned, it has fully complied with the requirements of the Scheme. I have however 
to call attention to three points. Except that one pupil w.os instructed during School hours in the book cotirse of 
Natural Philosophy for Royal University Matriculation, no regular course of teaching in that subject, or in 
Chemistry, was given to any of the classes- Physical Geography, however, was regularly taught as part of the 
ordinary Geography course. In the next place, a regular course of instruction in Celtic, which is an optional 
subject, has been introduced. Last year the teaching was confined to the Preparatory Grade, but it has been 
extended this year to the entire School. I fully recognise the value of this difficult language as an instrument 
of education, and I quite appreciate the laudable effort of the Local Board to provide regular teaching' in a 
language which is the vernacular for a considerable proportion of the inhabitants of the County Donegal, but 
it would seem to me that, so far as the two lower classes are concerned, the time given to Celtic, namelyj 
half an hour every clay, might be more profitably employed foe extra teaching in mathematical subjects, 
in which the pupils coming to St. Eunan’s are invariably weak. The third point is that there is no 
break in Morning School, which consists of three solid hours’ work. I called attention to this last year, and 
1 cannot but think that the mental, no less than the jjhysical, development of the pupils would be much served! 
by a short interval of recreation being given during Morning School. Taken as a whole, there has been a. 
compliance by St. Eunan’s Seminary with the conditions of the Scheme; hut, in niy opinion, the spirit of the- 
Scheme, as well as the principles of sound education, require tliat changes and improvements should be ma le-. 
in the directions I have indicated. 

Portora Royal School, Enniskillen.. — The Junior Grade Intermediate Record is very disappointing. Out of 
28 competitors, only ten passed, and four of these obtained but indifferent marks. All the pupils got the- 
same advantage.s of the good teaching that is given in tljis School, and no explanation of the failures has been 
given to me. I think it probable, however, tiiat they may, to a considerable extent, be accounted for by the- 

circumstance to which I drew attention last year, namely, the crowding together into one room the Study- - 

hall, of four classes, each under its own Master, and doing different work, at the same time. 

St. Patrick's Academy, Dungannon. — This School and Portora, while providing little more than one-third 
of the number of Competitors at the Intermediate Examinations from the Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal 
School Endowments, are responsible, between them, for 56 out of the total of 93 failures. Of 37 boys of 
St. Patrick’s who competed, only 18 passed. Out of 20 girls only 13 passed. 

In my opinion, the main cause of the failures on the girls’ side is the want of class room accommodation, to 
whicli I have more than once referred. The new School is, however, being proceeded with rapidly, and it is 
hoped that before the close of the current School year the new School- house will be available. With regard to 
the boys, a number of the failures ai'>peiirs to be due to the fact that many of the competitors wlio failed 
were Junior Grade boys who had had but one year’s Intermediate Education, flaving regard to the circum- 
stances that tlie School is rapidly increasing in numbers, and that the annual income of the Local Board lias 
been somewhat recently increased by X250, I think the employment of an additional Master, mainly to 
assist Father Ward in Ancient Classics and English, will much improve the position of the Boys’ Department. 
And as I understand one of the present staff is about to sevei' his connection with the Academy, in 
appointing his successor the opportunity might be seized of selecting a person who, in addition to his other 
acquirements, would be qualified to divide the work of teaching Mathematics with the existiug teacher, of 
that subject. 

This School, however, has done good work, and has undoubtedly qualified under the Scheme to receive a 
share of the Tyrone Endowment. 


The condition of the School premises is satisfactory on the whole. 

At Armagh considerable improvement.s have been made, and further extensive sanitary improvements and 
plumbing work will be carried out as soon as possible. 

At Cavan a complete sanitary, drainage, and hot and cold water systejn is in process of being set up, 
subject to the approval of the Engineer of the Dublin Sanitary Association. 

The buildings at Raphoe Royal School are well maintained, and the question of adding to the Female 
Boarding Department at Foster House, to meet the growing requirement-s of the School, is under 
consideration. 

The general condition of Portora is good. Rainwater still finds its way through defective roofing over the 
front of the house. 1 have already drawn attention to the want of class-room accommodation, and I thiiik 
this defect may to some extent be remedied by dividing into two a fairly largo class-room undemeath the 
study hall. 

I have no remark to make on Dungannon Royal School. 
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An additional wing has been added to St. Macarton’s Seminary. The new building provides a spacious 
recreatton and reading-room on rhe ground floor, and a well-equipped study hall, library, and Physical Science 
class-roona on the upper floor. 

Save that an additional class-room has been provided at St. Patrick's College, Armagh, I have no remark 
to make on the Roman Catholic Schools at Armagh and Cavan. 

New and more suitable School premises at Letterkenny are much needed. It is to the credit of the Teaching 
staff of St. Eunan’s Seminary that they are able to do such good work in the eiiating School. 

I have already referred to the new buildings for St Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon. 


Fr6t Places . — Each Local Board has duly complied with the requirements of the Scheme in offering 
Free Places for competition. 

I have only to repeat with empliasis my remarks of last year as to the expediency of giving at least 
one Free House Scholarship in each Boarding School, as the reward of success in the competitions. 

To sum up, I beg to report that six of the Schools have fully qualified under the Scheme, and that, of 
the remainder, three, namely, St. Eunaa’s Seminary, Letterkenny, Portora Royal School, and St. Patrick’s 
Academy, Dungannon, have qualified, but that serious attention should be given to the shortcomings I 
have pointed out in reference to each, respectively, and that the tenth School, viz., Raphoe Royal School 
has not fulfilled the conditions required by the School, but that I have strong reason to believe that the 
defects of the past year have been remedied, and will be proved, during the current year, to have been 
made good.

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lA. DETAILED REPORTS OF THE LORD LIEUTENANT'S INSPECTOR, 

&CI 1 KMK No. 3'1. — Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

I — Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

Save in one respect, the provisions of the Scheme appear to have been duly observed Onlj 
three meetings of the Board were held, and no meeting was held between A.ugust 1 1 899 
and January 7, 1900. Over £147 has been spent by the Board in repairs to the School' 
and, in addition, the Local Board have distiibuted between the Protestant Local Boards of 
Cavan and Donegal, the residue, after providing for administrative expenses, of the moneys 
received by them from the Annagh Royal School Endowment in respect of the year 
1897-98, during which year the School failed to qualify. 

The competition for Free Places .still fails to attract candidates. In my opinion this state of 
things is likely to continue until the Local Board is in a position to offer free boarding as 
V ell as teaching to, at least, one of the successful candidates. 


Boyed School, Armagh, 

The prosperity of this School continues to increase. There were 53 pupils in attendance— an 
increase of nine over the previous year. At least 38 were “ Intermediate Pupils,” as 
defined by the Scheme, and, in addition, there were ten pupils in the Lower Third Form 
who were doing Intermediate work, but who were under twelve years of age. Uf 21 pupils 
presented at the Intermediate Examinations in June, 1900, 17 passed, and 10 passed in 
the subjects preseiibed by the Scheme. Instruction was regularly given in the prescribed 
subjects by the same efficient staff as in the previous year, includiug Drawing and 
Chemistry, and, in addition, the boys’ music lessons were conducted under the cm-e of 
JVIr. T. 0. Marks, Mus. D. 

The tone, discipline^ and spirit of the School are good. The premises are, on the whole, in 
good order, and I am informed that the various improvements and repairs which have 
recently been recommended by^the Board of Works’ Surveyor, will be taken in hand as 
soon as possible, including the removal and reconstruction of the water-closet to which I 
called attention last year. The School has fullv complied with the requirements of the 
Scheme.

II - — Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Ihe members of the Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education attend to their duties 
with commendable regularity. I observe that the question of taking another “qualified” 
school into connection with the Board was discussed, but no result aixived at. But I 
should like to suggest tliat, before going afield to spend the surplus income (over £600), 
St. Patrick’s College has several claims—notably, the establishment of a Free Place as a 
Boardej-, to which I have drawn attention in my Report on the College. 


St. Patrick’s College, Armagh. 

St. Patrick’s College, Annagh, po.ssesses the satisfactory record of having passed all the 
pupils who were sent iu from that School to the Intermediate Examinations in June 1900 
The numbers were— one pupil in the Senior Grade, seven in the Middle Grade, seven in 
the Junior Grade, and one iu the Preparatory Grade. And this is the more remarkable 
as there were not moi-e than 23 pupils who, by age and capacity, were qualified for the 
competition. There were 44 pupils at the College during the school year, so that nearly 
half of the pupils were disqualified to compete by age, either absolutely, or in the Grade 
which was suited to their mental capacity. 

It is much to be regretted that parents neglect to send their children to Armagh at proper 
school-going age. One probable cause of this has already been noted by me in a former 
Report — namely, the difficulty of getting promising boys from National Schools until they 
have gone through all the Primary School course. Again, a difiicuity in the obtaininc^ ot 
pupils may result from the circumstance that, previous to last year, the School course was 
practically confined to “Classics” and “Mathematics,” and may not have suhed boys 
who were destined for a commercial or industrial life. But, whatever be the cause, the 
numbers in attendance at St. Patrick’s College are decreasing. 

Last year an extended and very satisfactory course of Natural Philosophy was added to the 
School curriculum, and I am glad to report that the subject is in the bauds of an excellent 
teacher— Father Gavin — and that the Local Board has supplied a very faiiiy-equipped 
Physical Science Cabinet for the purposes of experiment and demonstration. Tiiis expan- 
sion of the curriculum, together with the teaching of Book-keeping, which is already part 
ot the regular School course, may attract more pupils. But I would again ]<ress upon the 
Loca.1 Board the expediency of establishing at least one Free Place as a Boarder in St. 
Patrick’s. Last year but one candidate came up to compete for two Free Places for Day 
Pupils, and I see no reason why the competition amongst candidates, from all parts of 
the County Armagh, for a Free Place as a Boarder in St. Patrick’s College, should not be 
as keen as it has been in the Fermanagh School District for similar Free Places in St. 
Macarten’s Seminary. 

D 
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Instruction -was regularly given iu the prescribed subjects to, at least, twenty pupils within 
the prescribed ages, as well as to all the other pupils of the College, withotit difference or 
distinction. Fourteen pupils within the prescribed ages passed in the prescribed subjects 
at the Intermediate Examinations. . - 

The premises are in good order generally. Some sanitary improvements were recently 
made, and as I understand that somewhat extensive changes in this respect are contem- 
plated, it would be well, at the same time, to bring the whole drainage and sanitary 
system of the house up to the level of modem requirements. 

In all respects, St. Patrick’s College has complied with the requirements of the Scheme.

III. — Cavan Protestant Board of Education. 

Notwithstanding the regretted illness of the Hon. Secretary, Canon M'Causland, the Local 
Board seems to have discharged its duties in a satisfactory manner. The Board received 
a windfall of £220 4s. from the Armagh Protestant Board, being part of the income of that 
Board for the year 1898, which could not be applied in the Armagh District owing to the 
disqualification of Armagh Royal School during that year. The Cavan Board show much 
prudence in devoting this money to tlie payment of the cost of the new sanitaiy and 
drainage works executed at the Scliool. 


, Royal School, Cavan. 

This School is holding its position in point of numbers, but the educational record, ns tested 
by the Intermediate Examinations, is not so good as in previous years. Of fourteen pupils who 
were presented, twelve ])asaed, and while there is no fault to be found with Preparatory and 
Jiuiior Grade results, there was almost complete failure in Arithmetic and Algebra in the 
Middle Grade. The one Senior Grade boy who entered passed the Examinations generally, 
hut failed in Arithmetic and Algebra. As, however, he met with a severe accident a few 
months before the Examinations, every allowance must be made for him. At least twenty, 
three pupils were Intermediate students within the meaning of the Scheme, and I have 
satisfied myself that they were all regularly instructed in the presci-ibed subjects. At the same 
time, I think the Drawing and Natural Philosophy should be submitted to the test of the 
Intermediate Examinations, in every case where these subjects are taken in lieu of Greek 
It gives me much pleasure to report that a very complete drainage, sanitary, and water 
system has been inti’oJuced into the School, and that it was approaching completion at th& 
date of my visit. When this work is completed, the buildings and premises will leave 
little to be desired. 

The Free Place Examination was practically a failure. Only one pupil presented himself, 
and his answering was so poor that he could not he accepted. * ^ 

Cavan Royal School has complied with the requirements of the Scheme.

IV . — Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education appears generally to have discharged its 
duties under the Scheme. The Spring and Summer Meetings of the Board, however, should 
be held with aii interval of not more than three months between them, I think that the 
I.ocal Board, or the School Committee, should arrange for the weekly half holiday at St. 
Patrick’s College being taken on Wednesday or Thursday, instead of Saturday. I called 
attention to this in my last Report. 

St. Patrick's College, Cavan. 

The numbers at St. Patrick’s College were slightly less last year than in 1898-99. The 
educational results, as tested by the Intermediate Examinations are, on the whole satLs- 
factory, but there is still considerable weakness in Arithmetic and Algebra — notably in the 
Middle Grade. Twenty-three pupils entered for these examinations, 19 passed 
generally, and 13 in the subjects prescribed by the Scheme. The remainder of tlie pupils 
were either backward boys who had been sent to school late, or pupils who had either 
passed or were too old for tne Senior Grade. The teaching, generally, was satisfactory, but 
more attention should be given to Arithmetic and Algebra. The defect as to the teaching 
of Physical Science, to which I drew attention in my last Report, can scarcely he said to 
have been fully remedied during the past year. A Natural Philosophy Class was held in 
book- work alone, but not during the regular school hours. 

During the current year, however, this subject has been introduced into the regular Time 
Table. But Father M'Gauran has been provHded with no instruments or upj)aratus, and 
without these aids the teaching cannot be satisfactory. I think the Cavan Roman 
Catholic Board should strive to emulate the successful efforts made by the Roman Catholic 
Boards of Armagh and Fermanagh, by suitably equipping a Physical Laboratoi-y at Cullies 
College, and should at once apply, for this purjsose, a sufficient portion of the large 
» Building Fund ” belonging to them. Section 69 of the Scheme appears to fully empower 
them to make such an-application of the fund. 

I have no criticism to make on the genera! condition of the School Buildings and 
premises.

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of the course of education, which, while it well serves tlie educational prospects f>f the great 
majority of the pupils, may not be so well suited to those pupils who are destined for 
commercial life. Of the efficiency of the instruction given in the School I have only to 
speak in terms of j)raisc, and though I have again to point out a weakness in Mathematical 
subjects, the best possible seems to have been done with the poor and bade ward material on 
which the painstaking Mathematical Master had to work. In this connection I may 
mention that, of some dozen pupils from National Schools who were examined for Free 
Places, there were ten who totally failed in a hy no means difficult Algebra paper, while 
the answering in Arithmetic was but poor. 

The School is still weighted by the presence of a large number of pupils— -no less than 30 — 
whose age is considerably in advance ot their mental capacity and condition of educational 
advancement. At least a dozen of these pupils were over nineteen years of age. The 
remainder of the pupils — 20 in number — were presented at the last Intermediate Examina- 
tions. Sixteen passed generally, and 15 in the severer course prescribed by the Scheme. 
Having regard to all circumstances, the Seminary has done good work, and, so far, has 
amply fulfilled the conditions of tlje Scheme. 

There are three points, however, to be considered specially and seriously : — 

Last year I drew attention to the absence from the Time Table of a regular and distinct 
course of Natural Philosophy. No move whatever appears to have been made to remedy 
this defect, so far as the sdiool classes were concerned. One pupil was regularly taught by 
Mr. Magner; but he was being prepared forthe Royal trniversity,andwasnotdoing theregular 
Intermediate work of the School. Oii the other hand, a regular course of Celtic is given — 
half-an-hour every day — ^in which substantially all tlie School take part. I quite appreciate 
the value, educationally, of a difficult language such as Celtic, and I have no fault to find 
with introduction into the School cuiTiculum, when this can be done without injury to the 
teaching of necessary subjects. But 1 have to poiiic out that, under the Scheme, Celtic 
is a purely optional subject; whereas, Drawing not being taught. Natural Philosophy is- 
compulsory, if the Seminary is to enjoy the benefit of the Baphoe Royal School Endow- 
ment. Physical Geography, no doubt, is taught, but only as part of the ordinary course 
of Geography, and not as a separate subject ; and while I cannot say that Physical Science 
is not taught in the School, to some extent, at all events, I have to report emphatically, my 
opinion that a full compliance with the letter, as well as with the spirit of the Scheme, 
requires that a distinct and regular course, either of Drawing or of Natural Philosophy, be 
taken by at least one class. 

Next, with regard to Celtic. In the County Donegal, where Irish is, to a considerable extent, 
the vernacular, the scientific teaching of that language is, no doubt, most useful, and 
in some cases necessary. But it appears to me that, at St. Eiinan’s, as regarfls the two 
lower classes certainly, the time given to Celtic might be more usefully, and from eveiy 
point of view, more profitably devoted to teaching in some of those subjects, such as 
Arithmetic and Algebra, where the pupils are so backward. 

The third matter to which I would draw attention is the want of a break for recreation in 
Morning School. I drew attention to this last year, and the explanation given to me 
of no change having been made is that the play-field is too far away for a short period ot 
recreation, and that if the boys were sent out into the town, it would he difficult to get 
them back again. This at once brings up the serious question of whether the School 
premises are suitable for an efficient Inteimediate School, I think they are only just 
sufficient. I cannot say they are unsuitable, because flie recreation difficulty is one that 
should be easily got over, independently of the premises. But I am quite clear, that if a good 
and efficient and flourishing School is to be continued in Letterkenny under the Royal 
Schools Scheme, suitable and suitably situated premises sliould at once be acquired, or a now 
School built on the splendid site which has been obtained for the purpose.

VII. Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. 

The Local Board have discharged their duties under the Scheme in an exemplary manner. 

Portora Royal School. 

The Intermediate record of this School is not as good as in previous years. Out of 
75 Intermediate pupils, 58 were sent in for the examinations — a very fair proportion. 
But only 28 passed, the failures in the Junior Grade alone being 18. In other words, the 
percentage of passes was 48, as against 68 per cent, for the whole of Ireland. I can 
discover no cause for this falling off, unless it be that which I have already called attention 
to — namely, the great disadvantage, to both masters and pupils, of having four full classes in 
operation at the same time in the study hall. The course of instruction was much the 
same as in previous years and included all the prescribed subjects. Of the Time Table of 
Studies, which is as complete as Dr. Biggs’ skill and long experience can make it, I have 
but two remarks to -make. There is no break whatever in morning school. With full 
deference to the Head Master’s authority and position in matters educational, I cannot but 
think that three hours is too long a period to keep young minds on the stretch. In the 
second place, Natural Philosophy and Chemistry are taken out of ordinary school hours, 
namely, from 7 to 9 in the evening, and out of the whole school but ten pupils attended 
these classes. I do not think, therefore, these subjects can be said to be regularly taught 
within the meaning of the Scheme. But, as Drawing is regularly taught during school 
liours. Experimental Science would not appear to be comp^llso^y, and although I should 
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like to see this branch of education taking its regular place in the cumcnlum, I not only 
have no i-ight to insist on the subject being regularly taught, but I have no desire to speak 
othenvise than in terms of commendation of the action of the School Authorities in affordin'-- 
facilities for the study of this subject, to those who desire to take it up. ° 

Taken as a -whole, the buildings are in good condition. Some structural repairs, however 
are very necessary to keep out damp, -which is persistently appearing in certain places. As 
to the necessity for further class-room accommodation, I have only to repeat, with emphasis 
my remarks of last year. The want can, I think, be partially met, by dividing into two a 
large class-room underneath the study hall. 

Portora Royal School has, in all respects, complied with the requirements of the Scheme. 



VIII. — Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

1 have no remark to make on the manner in which the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board 
discharge their duties, save to state that the provisions of the Scheme have been 
observed by them in every respect. 

St. Macartena Seminary, Monaghan. 

St. Macarten’s Seminary is well holding its position as a flourishing and successful School. 
There is a slight increase in the numbers in attendance. Thirty-five pupils were presented 
at the Intermediate Examinations in June, 1900, and twenty-six passed ; sixteen passing 
in the severer course prescribed by the Scheme. There is a decided and gratifying improve- 
ment in Mathematics, and although there was weakness in the Junior Grade in both Latin and 
Greek, [ ascertained that the failures in those subjects occurred with students who com- 
menced their studies in that grade, and who had had but one year’s instruction. All the 
necessary subjects prescribed by the Scheme were regularly taught, and in this connection 
I am glsd to report that large facilities have been afforded for the practical teaching of 
Natural Philosophy, and that this .subject was regularly taught, accompanied by demon- 
stration and experiment, and that it is now in the hands of a master who is highly qualified, 
and who takes a very keen interest in this subject. 

The School premises are in very gooil order and condition. The new buildings which were in 
course of erection in 1899 have been completed, and form a handsome addition to the 
Seminary. 

The condition of the student's bediooms still leaves something to be desired in the matter of 

order and neatness, and 1 would suggest the introduction of chests-of-drawers one for 

each pupil — and the banishment to the trunk room of pupils’ trunks and portmanteaux. 

The Free Place Examination is as popular as ever, and the competition as keen. The four- 
free places were awarded — all the candidates having obtained qualifying marks. 

The Seminary has fully complied with the requivemente of the Scheme.

IX . — Tyrone Protectant Board of Edacation. 

The Local Board has discharged its duties under the Scheme in every particular. I under- 
stand that the question of establishing Free House Scholarships is under consideration. 
With it-s increased income, the Board can now well afford to give these valuable prizes, 
and I am quite satisfied that the institution of Free Places of this character will be 
attended with good results. 


Royal School, Dungannon. 

This School maintains its position. The number of pupils is again increasing, though it is 
still a good deal below the point it had reached two years since. The Intermediate record is 
on the whole satisfactory. Out of thirty-four pupils within Intermediate ages and doing 
Intermediate work, twenty-four were examined and twenty -one passed generally — fifteen 
passing in the subjects prescribed by the Scheme. Of the remaining thirty-one pupils, 
seventeen were under 13 years of age, two were too old for Intermediate work, 
and the greater part of the remainder were preparing for University F -ra . T ninat. ir. nQ 
Mr. Bingham’s Chemistry Class did well, but the difficulty as to giving sufficient time for 
Natural Philosophy in connection -with the Science and Art Department still exists. 

The condition of tlie School buildings calls for little comment. A dilapidated window at 
the end of the principal dormitory requires looking after, and I noticed some spots of damp 
in the second dormitoiy. Recreation and games are well looked after j as a consequence 
the hoys looked healthv and vigorous. I have again to call the attention of the Local 
Board to the expediency of properly equipping the Chemical Laboratory. The School has, 
in all respects, fulfilled the requirements of the Scheme.

THE COMMISSIONERS OF EDUCATION IN IRELAND. 


X. — Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The representatives of the Diocese of Derry still keep aloof from the meetings of the Board. 
The other members appear to attend well to their duties. I would wish to impress on this, 
the richest of all the Local Boards, the advantage — almost the necessity — of spending their 
money freely in the employment and payment of a sufficient number of teachers. Five 
teachers are not enough, in my opinion, for St. Patrick’s Academy, consisting, as it does, of 
two departmente, each with four distinct classes. I would also i-ecommeni that a full 
course of Drawing, both Geometrical and Freehand, be given to both boys and girls. 

St. PatricRs Academy, Dungannon. . 

1 1 is satisfactory to note the continued increase in the numbers of the pupils resorting to this 
School. Last year there were 48 boys and 24 girls on the roll, the corresponding numbers 
for 1899 being 35 and 21, and for 1898, 28 and 12. Fifty-seven of the pupils entered for 
the Intermediate Examinations in June, 1900, and 31 passed: the record is accordingly 
not so good as that for the previous year, when 32 passed out of 42 presented. The 
falling-otf is mainly on the boys’ side, where only 1 7 passed out of 37 presented, and is due, 
in my opinion, to two causes — viz., the circumstance that many of the competitors who 
failed were Junior Grade boys who were sent to school late and who had had but one 
year s Intermediate education, and the large increase of the number of boys under tuition 
without a corresponding increase of the teaching staff. The ainiiial income of the Local 
Board is now ample enough to allow of the employment of an additional master to assist in 
the teaching of Ancient Classics and English, and I recommend that the services of such a 
teacher be obtained. I think, also, the work of the present Mathematical master should 
be divided, seeing that, in both departments of the School, the full number of four Inter- 
mediate classes has been established. 

The girls’ department is still carried on under great disadvantages in the temporary school- 
house. The new school is, however, in course of erection, and, it is hoped, will be available 
lor use before the end of the school year. 

St. Patrick’s Academy has complied with the requirements of the Scheme.

SCHEME No. 111.— PRESTON, QUEEN’S CO., ENDOWMENT. 

The members of the Local School Authority ajipear to have attended well to their duties 
under the Scheme j and, having regard to ^1 circumstances, to have discharged their duties 
in a sa,tisfactory manner. The course adopted in their dealings with the late Head Master, 
and. with regard to the School, was probably the best. The caution and prudence they 
^hibited, and the steps taken fay them to secure a good Head Master in succession to Mr. 
•Carleton, are much to be commended. The Local School Authority is now appointed on a 
representative basis, and I think each member may do much for the School, by pushing its 
interests and looking out for likely pupils iu his own locality and amongst his own 
•constituency. The Local Authority has agreed to give Mr. Hampton a fixed minimum 
salary, together with a share of the Results Fees. This is vague, and I think it would be 
better for the School generally if it were made certain that the share shall be substantial 
m character, as under the above arrangement it might only be fractional. 

This School has gone through a serious crisis. Ou the occasion of my previous visit, in 
June, 1899, there were 47 pupils in attendance, of whom 22 were boarders. Two pupils 
were then preparing for University work, 28 were Intei’mediate boys, and the rest were 
either at elementary work or were under age for Intermediate purposes. At the Inter- 
mediate Examinations, 1899, 20 pupils were presented and 9 passed. Differences appear 
te have ai-iseu between the Head Master, Mr. Carleton, and the Local Authority ; and 
m November, 1899, Mr. Carleton tendered his resignation, which some time subsequently 
was accepted by the Local Authority, on the understanding that Mr. Carleton would con- 
tinue as Head Master until after the Intermediate Examinations of 1900. * In May, 1900, 
rthe number of pupils had dwindled to 21. Eleven of these went up for the Intermediate 
Examinations and six passed — one creditably, the rest all failing in Latin, and doing 
but inffifferently in other subjects. The year 1899-1900 cannot but be regarded as ver 3 - 
damaging to the School. 

In the summer of the present year, the Local Authority, acting with great prudence, invited 
the assistance of Dr. Bernard, p.t.c.d., in the selection of a new Head Master, and, from 
a large number of candidates, they appointed Mr. R. J. Hampton, b.a. In August, 1900, 
the School re-opened with 10 pupils, all Day Boys j Mr. Hampton having associated with 
him his wife, as Music Mistress, and Mr. John P. Caldwell, as Classical Assistant. 

I visited the School on Friday, October 26th. There were 12 pupils present, one Middle 
Grade, five J unior, and six Preparatory. I listened to the class-work for the greater part 
of the school-day. I consider the Local Authority to be very fortunate in securing Mr. 
Hampton’s services ; he appears to be iu evei-y way an admirable Teacher. Mr. Caldwell 
is young at his_ work, but bis manner is good, and I think he will do well. The School 
should recover its- jjosition if the quality and character of the teaching given can bring 
about this result ; but it would be, at present, premature to hazard an opinion on this 
subject, 

The School premises are, on the whole, in excellent order ; but there is an appearance of damp 
on one of the walls at the back which demands attention. 

In the matter of school equipment the School is fairly well provided ; but I think it would be 
a great advantage if the small collection of Physical Science instruments were increased by 
the addition of a set of apparatus for illustrating and teaching the Mechanics of Solids.

VI. Donegal Homan Catholic Board of Education. 

Annual Report for year ended Slst July, 1900. 

Mt Lords and Gentlemen, 

We have the honour of submitting to you the Annual Report of proceedings of the Donegal Roman' 
Catholic Board of Education, for year ended 31st of July, 1900. 

The members of the Local Board, as at present constituted, are: — The Most Rev. Patrick O’Donnell, d.d., 
Chairman; Joseph M‘Loone, Esq., j.p., Vice-Chairman; Right Rev. Monsignor M'Fadden, v.G., Treasurer ; 
Right Rev. Monsignor M'Glynn, V.G., Honorary Secretary; Very Rev. Edward Maguire, d.d., Rev. John 
Doherty, p.p., Hugh M'Devitt, Esq., J.r., E. M‘Fadden, Esq., Chairman County Council, and James Boyle,. 
Esq., Solicitor. .... 

The School Committee consists of the Most Rev. P. O’Donnell, d.d., and Right Rev. Mgr. M'Fadden, v.g. 

Four meetings have been held during the year, at which the Most Rev. Chairman presided. At the 
meeting held on the 26th September, 1899, the Very Rev. Dean M'Ginley was re-appointed a Commissioner 
to represent this Board in Dublin during the year 1900. Instructions were given to have the advertisements 
inserted in the Press in Fehruaiy regarding the Free Places, and the Examinations to be held for them in 
August, 1900. 

An Ab.stract and Copy of the Balance Sheet of .Accounts to Decemher, 1898, were signed and sent for 
audit to Mr. Mayne, Auditor. The Rev. Father Canning was appointed Professor in the High School, 
Letterkeimy. The Very Rev. President of the Seminary was present at our meetings. On the 18th of' 
January, 1900, £57 were put to our credit in the Hibernian Bank, Letterkeimy, by the Commissioners of 
Education in Ireland. 

The Income and Expenditure Book of Accounts, the Bank Pass Book, and two copies of the Abstract 
Form of Account made for Auditor, were submitted to the Board, and approved of. The two copies of the - 
Abstract of Account to Slst December, 1899, were duly certified by the Chairman and Hon. Secretary of the- 
.Board under its common seal. 

It was proposed by Monsignor M'Glynn, and seconded by His Lordship the Bishop, that — “ The President 
of the Seminary be instructed to arrange with his colleagues a practical scheme for ascertaining in the early 
part of the vacation what boys of promising parts may be counted on in the different parishes to attend the 
Entrance Examination in the end of August, 1900, next." Ihe Resolution was passed unanimously. 

On the 6th July, 1900, a sum of £50 10s. was lodged in the Letterkenny Branch of the Hibernian Bank to 
the credit of our Board by the Commissioners in Ireland.
